South Carolina Sen. Lind- 
sey Graham said that if President

Closing Guantanamo was a 
key promise that President Barack 
Obama made when it took office, 
but it remains unfulfilled as he 
battles pressure from Republicans

Device will soon be 
standard at airports 
around the country 

Burbank, Calif. 

Waiting for her bags here at Bob 
Hope International Airport, Doris 
Kern is easily engaged on the sub- 
ject of using body scanners to 
screen airline passengers. 

“I will feel safer when more 
places use them,” she said. “But 
given the option. I’d rather take a 
pat down.” 

The Transportation Security 
Administration announced Friday 
that nine U.S. airports will receive 
the machines in the next week as 
the Obama administration height- 
ens security efforts in the wake of 
the attempted bombing of a flight 
on Christmas day. 

Three machines will go online 
Monday at Boston’s Logan Inter- 
national Airport, to be followed by 
units at Fort Lauderdale, Fla.; San 
Jose, Calif.; Columbus, Ohio; San 
Diego; Charlotte, N.C.; Cincinna- 
ti; Los Angeles; Oakland, Calif., 
and Kansas City. 


Experts say the rollout of body 
scanners at U.S. airport securi- 
ty checkpoints will not be accom- 
panied by the strong public resis- 
tance met in Europe. A Gallup Poll 
released in January found that 
78 percent of respondents said they 
approved of using the scanners, and 
67 percent said they are comfort- 
able being examined by one. 


Passengers will have the option 
of accepting or declining a body 
scan. Those who do — and pass 
— will not have to pass through 
a metal detector or other securi- 
ty equipment. Those who decline 
must walk through a metal detec- 
tor and submit to a pat down. 

The scanners, which allow the 
TSA to see beneath a passenger’s 


clothing, have drawn fire from civil 
libertarians. The American Civil 
Liberties Union denounced it as a 
“virtual strip search.” 

The TSA counters that the imag- 
es are seen only by a security officer 
in a remote room, that passengers’ 
faces will be blurred, and that the

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Indecision on Health Bill 


Three House Dems 
unsure how they’ll 
vote on legislation 

Washington 

A top House Democrat said Sun- 
day he believes Congress will pass 
a health care bill, but three fellow 
Democrats who opposed overhaul 
legislation last fall aren’t commit- 
ting themselves to backing Presi- 
dent Obama’s late push. 

The House and the Senate 
approved different version of the 
legislation by narrow margins. 
Merging the bills became more 
complicated when Senate Dem- 
ocrats lost their filibuster-proof 
majority in January. House mem- 
bers are reluctant to approve the 
Senate plan on the promise that

senators will tinker with provi- 
sions House members find objec- 
tionable. 

Rep. Chris Van Hollen, D-Md., 
who heads the House Democrats’ 
campaign team, said House mem- 


bers are waiting to see the final 
plan and how the Congressional 
Budget Office analyzes its budget 
implications. 

“I believe it will pass. Do we 
have a mortal lock? No,” Van Hol- 
len said. “But I think the trend is 
in the right direction because peo- 
ple see that the status quo is abso- 
lutely broken.” 

Three House Democrats who 
voted against the original bill — 
Rep. Brian Baird, D-Wash., Rep. 
Jason Altmire, D-Pa., and Rep. John 
Adler, D-N.J. — appeared open to 
considering changing their votes, 
but none of them committed to sup- 
porting the Senate legislation. 

“In the end, I have to make a 
decision between passing this bill 
— this is the finish line — or doing 
nothing,” Altmire said, douglass k.

Legislator marks the 
45th anniversary of 
key civil rights event 

Selma, Ala. 

Georgia Congressman John 
Lewis strolled to the middle of the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge on Sun- 
day and remembered the incident 
45 years ago when he and other 
civil rights marchers were beaten 
on the day that became known as 
“Bloody Sunday.” 

Lewis spoke shortly before lead- 
ing an estimated 10,000 marchers 
across the bridge in a recreation of 
the 1965 march. 

In Washington, President 
Obama marked the 45th anniver- 
sary of “Bloody Sunday” by prais- 
ing “these heroes” who marched 
into history and endured beat- 


ings by Alabama state troopers at 
the start of their landmark voting 
rights trek. 

The first black U.S. president 
said that despite all the progress 
since “that terrible day in Selma,” 
more still needs to be done. 

Marchers were a few blocks into 


their Selma-to-Montgomery march 
on March 7, 1965, when they were 
beaten by state troopers on the 
bridge. The march was later com- 
pleted under federal protection. 
It led to the passage of the Voting 
Rights Act, which opened Southern 
polling places to blacks, (ap)

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Reports: Al-Qaeda Arrest Made 


Pakistani officials 
say American-born 
spokesman detained 

Karachi, Pakistan 

Two Pakistani officers and a gov- 
ernment official said Sunday that 
an American charged with trea- 
son for working with al-Qaeda had 
been captured, a development that 
could deliver another significant 
blow in the U.S.-led battle against 
the terror network. 

U.S. defense, intelligence and 
law enforcement officials could 
not immediately verify the report- 
ed detention of Adam Gadahn, a 
31-year-old spokesman for al-Qaeda 
who has appeared on videos threat- 
ening the West, including one that 
emerged earlier Sunday. 

The reported arrest of Gadahn

follows the recent detention of sev- 
eral Afghan Taliban commanders 
in Karachi, including the group’s 
No. 2. Those detentions have been 
seen as a sign that Pakistan, which 
has been criticized as an untrust- 
worthy ally, was cooperating more 
fully with Washington. 


Identity Crisis 

Despite accounts of Adam Gad- 
ahn’s arrest, The New York Times 
reported on Sunday that it could 
not verify his arrest, and that an- 
other American al-Qaeda operative 
had been mistaken for Gadahn. Abu 
Yahya Mujahdeen Al-Adam, who is 
believed to have been born in Penn- 
sylvania, was arrested in Karachi, 
Pakistan, in recent days, Pakistani 
officials told the Times. Al-Adam is 
believed to have commanded fight- 
ers in Afghanistan. Little else was 
known about him, American offi- 
cials said. (EXPRESS) 


Some observers were cau- 
tious about giving credence to the 
claim that Gadahn was in custody 
as reports emerged that the man 
arrested might instead be a Taliban 


militant leader. There was no way of 
independently verifying the arrest 
or identity, and detentions of terror 
suspects in Pakistan are often sur- 
rounded by conflicting reports. 

“If this is him, it’s a big capture 
and a morale-booster,” said Pat- 
rick Rowan, the former top anti- 
terrorism official in the Bush Jus- 
tice Department. 

Gadahn, the first American to 
face treason charges in more than 
50 years, has appeared in more than 
half a dozen al-Qaeda videos. The 
video that surfaced Sunday showed 
him urging American Muslims to 
attack their own country. 

Gadahn was arrested in the 
sprawling southern metropolis of 
Karachi in recent days, said two 
officers who took part in the oper- 
ation. A senior government official 
also confirmed the arrest, but said 
it happened Sunday, ashraf khan (ap) 


Togo’s Opposition Protests Election Results 



Lome, Togo 

Togo’s top opposition candidate 
was pelted with tear gas for a sec- 
ond time Sunday as he vowed to 
take to the streets every day in pro- 
test of what he says was an elec- 
tion rigged to favor the son of the 
country’s longtime dictator. 

“I am ready to die,” opposition 
leader Jean-Pierre Fabre said a few 
minutes before walking outside 
the party’s headquarters to face a 
column of anti-riot police. “We’re 
going to make them exhaust their 
stock of tear gas.” 

Provisional results released Sat- 
urday show Fabre lost to President 
Faure Gnassingbe, whose 1.2 mil- 
lion votes gave him 60.9 percent of 
the vote. Fabre received 692,584 
votes, or 33.9 percent. 

A report released over the week- 
end by the European Union’s obser- 
vation mission did not find evidence 
of vote tampering, but determined 
that the ruling party may have 
attempted to buy off voters. 


The observer mission’s report 
said EU election monitors were 
present in at least four different

Iceland Voters 
Reject $5B Deal 
To Repay Debts 


Reykjavik, Iceland 

Icelanders blew whistles and set 
off fireworks in the capital as ref- 
erendum results Sunday showed 
they had resoundingly rejected a 
$5.3 billion plan to repay Britain and 
the Netherlands for debts spawned 
by the fall of an Icelandic bank. 

More than 93 percent of voters 
defied both their parliament and 
international pressure to vote “no” 
on repaying the debt. 

“This is a strong ‘No’ from the 
Icelandic nation,” said Magnus 
Arni Skulason, co-founder of a 
group opposed to the deal. “The 
Icelandic public understands that 
we are sovereign and we have to be 
treated like a sovereign nation — 
not being bullied like the British 
and the Dutch have been doing.” 

Despite the vote, all three gov- 
ernments promised to work on 
a new agreement between Brit- 
ain, the Netherlands and Iceland, 
which is depending on internation- 
al assistance to help drag itself out 
of an economic morass. 

Britain and the Netherlands 
want to be reimbursed for money 
they paid their citizens with depos- 
its in Icesave, an Internet bank that 
collapsed in 2008. (ap)

Stolen Products 


Police recover $2M 
in material taken by 
crowds after quake 

Concepcion, Chile 

The police came with bullhorns to 
impoverished neighborhoods near 
the epicenter of Chile’s devastat- 
ing earthquake, warning looters 
to return what they stole or face 
police raids. 

And so they did, depositing 
everything from mattresses to 
refrigerators and flat-screen TVs. It 
took 35 truckloads to recover it all. 
Together with looted items recov- 
ered by police, the material is worth 
nearly $2 million, officers said. 

Touring a police gymnasium 
full of the recovered goods Sunday, 
President Michelle Bachelet called 
the looting one of “the other after- 
shocks of this tragic earthquake,” 
and vowed that those responsible 
would feel the full weight of the law: 
prison terms of two to five years. 

“These are items that have 


nothing to do with survival — they 
reflect the moral damage of the 
people, some of whom came just 
to find things they could make 
money from,” she said, adding that 
the government also will prosecute 
anyone responsible for price spec- 
ulation in the disaster area. 

Thousands of quake survivors 
participated in the looting, which 
began only hours after the earth- 
quake and grew to include grand- 
mothers and small children. Out- 
numbered police could only stand 
and watch until soldiers arrived 
and restored order. That hampered 
rescue and recovery efforts. 

But some excuse the looting 
as a natural result of the yawn- 
ing wealth gap in Chile, where the 
poor are exposed to expensive con- 
sumer goods without any ability 
to buy them. The top 20 percent 
of wage earners make an average 
of $3,200 per month, compared to 
$340 per month for the bottom 20 
percent, according to the nation- 
al statistics institute, eva vergara

Iraqis Stand Tall at Polls 

Amid spate of bombings, citizens cast crucial ballots in parliamentary election 



‘Milestone’ Moment 

President Obama praised the Iraqi people on Sunday for passing “an important mile- 
stone" by holding national elections despite insurgent attacks. No doubt relieved that 
violence was not worse, Obama said Iraqi security forces showed maturing capabilities as 
they protected the nation. “Today’s voting makes it clear that the future of Iraq belongs to 
the people of Iraq," Obama said. He again vowed to meet an Aug. 31 deadline to carry out 
the planned withdrawal of U.S. combat forces, and to remove of all the remaining 50,000 
U.S. troops by the end of next year, (ap) 


Basra, Iraq 

Dozens of explosions ripped 
through the Iraqi capital and other 
cities Sunday morning, souring 
the early hours of Iraq’s first par- 
liamentary election as a sover- 
eign nation. Iraqi police officials 
said 38 people were killed and 89 
wounded. 

As polls were closing at 5 p.m., 
Iraqi officials said the series of 
attacks failed to thwart the elec- 
tion, which unfolded smoothly in 
several parts of the country. 

“During the first few hours, 
turnout was light in most provinc- 
es, but then increased steeply,” said 
Hamidiaya al-Hussein, an official 
with Iraq’s electoral commission. 

Many voters said they were 
unable to cast votes because their 
names were not on voter rolls, a 
chronic problem in past Iraqi elec- 
tions. But there were no immediate 
reports of serious fraud. 

The deadliest attack of the day 
occurred at approximately 7 a.m. in 


the eastern Baghdad district of Ur, 
where two booby-trapped rooms 
made two residential buildings col- 
lapse, trapping residents and kill- 
ing at least 17 people. 

A man who rented the room a 
few weeks ago detonated the explo- 
sives remotely as voters were mak- 
ing their way to nearby polls, Iraqi 
police officials said. 

“I didn’t care about this election, 
but when I saw this I went to vote,” 
said Raed Waleed, who helped pull 
people from the rubble. “I want to 
change the faces of the people who 
are responsible for all the problems 


in this country.” 

As the polls were closing, res- 
cue workers were still pulling dead 
and wounded people from the rub- 
ble. A baby in his crib was among 
the dead. 

The early morning explosions 
thundered through the capital, as 
mortars struck the Green Zone, the 
seat of the government and a sym- 
bol of the U.S. occupation, and other 
parts of Baghdad. 

In Anbar Province in western 
Iraq, at least 10 explosions were 
reported, witnesses said. Blasts 
were also reported in Diyala Prov- 


ince, north of the capital. 

The majority of attacks occurred 
in the early hours of voting. 

Some Iraqis said they were too 
afraid to head to the polls, but it was 
not immediately clear what impact 
the violence had on turnout. 

“Because of the explosions and 
because there is no honorable man I 
can elect, I stayed at home,” said Ali 
Malek Hussein, who lives in east- 
ern Baghdad. 

Official results from the elec- 
tion are expected to be released in a

The boxes of baseball cards you so 
carefully collected are invaluable 
for the memories they evoke. But 
do they have any real value? 

Many collectors hope their hob- 
bies will one day bring them a for- 
tune. And with the recent sales 
of Batman and Superman comic 
books for about $1 million each, 
the fantasy of a big windfall from 
an old collection may have crossed 
your mind. Here’s what anyone 
with a collection, or looking to 
start one, should know. 

Sizing Up Value 

Three big factors generally deter- 
mine a card’s value: the player 
pictured, the card’s condition and 
its rarity. 

Hall of Famers and marquee 
names are obviously more sought 
after, but even a player no one 
remembers can command thou- 


sands of dollars. That’s because col- 
lectors aim to complete sets. 

You should also know that 
vintage cards — generally those 
from before 1970 — are in great- 
er demand since they’re harder 
to come by. To get a baseline for 
how much your cards are worth, 
browse the Web sites of auction 
houses such as Heritage Auction 


Galleries (www.ha.com) or Lelands 
(www.lelands.com). 

How to Sell 

If you have cards worth around 
$500 or more, consider selling 
through an auction house. This 
gives you access to a pool of expe- 
rienced buyers willing to pay 
top dollar for quality cards, says 


Joe Clemens, price guide editor 
at Tuff Stuff’s Sports Collectors 
Monthly. 

One way to drive up your card’s 
value is to get its condition profes- 
sionally graded. The two big grad- 
ing services. Professional Sports 
Authentication and SGC Grading, 
seal cards in plastic cases, which 
are tagged with the card’s seri- 
al number and a grade ranging 
from one to 10. 

Notes on Collecting 

Topps issued its first cards in 1951, 
and is the most well-known pub- 
lisher of baseball cards. The com- 
pany last year also won exclusive 
rights to use the logos for Major 
League Baseball and its teams. But 
issuers such as Panini and Upper 
Deck have their followers too. 

As for which players and teams 
to hold onto, it’s no secret which 
cards will gain the most value. 

“Collect players you believe 
are going to do well, rookies you 
think are going to have long, good 
careers and stand the test of time,” 
said Topps general manager War- 
ren Friss.

Redskins Add Versatility 



Ex-Viking Hicks can 
play four positions 
on the offensive line 

The Redskins 

New Redskins offensive lineman 
Artis Hicks understands the value 
of versatility. 

The former Minnesota Vikings 
guard-tackle, who signed a three- 
year contract with the Redskins 
on Saturday, entered the league 
as a left tackle. He only reluctant- 
ly learned to play left guard, and 
then right guard and right tack- 
le in an attempt to improve and 
extend his career. And after eight 
seasons in the NFL, Hicks believes 
he made a wise move. 

“You can’t win in this league if 
you don’t have a good offensive line, 
and not only a good offensive line, 
you’ve got to have a good offensive 
line that has good depth,” Hicks 
said in an interview Sunday. “You 
have to have guys who can step in 
and play a lot of different positions 
and the line won’t miss a beat. 

“And I think that was one of 
the things that attracted them 
[the Redskins] to me, is that I can 
play four out of the five spots. They 


know that I can step in and keep 
things rolling right ahead, as well 
as be a starter in this league.” 

Hicks, 31, received about $3 mil- 
lion in guaranteed money as part 
of a deal that could be worth as 
much as $9 million. Hicks, listed 
at 6 feet 4, 335 pounds, is the first 
unrestricted free agent from anoth- 
er team to sign with the Redskins. 
Defensive lineman Phillip Daniels 
re-signed with Washington on the 
first day of free agency. 

Hicks could be very busy next 
season with the Redskins, who had 
one of the league’s least effective 
offensive lines and lacked quality 


depth at every position. He is expect- 
ed to compete at right guard, which 
was a revolving door for Washing- 
ton because of injuries and inef- 
fectiveness. 

Randy Thomas, Chad Rinehart, 
Will Montgomery, Edwin Williams 
and Mike Williams started at the 
position as the Redskins went 4-12 
and finished last in the NFC East 
for the second consecutive season 
and third time in the past four sea- 
sons. Mike Williams, whom the

The patient was scheduled 

to begin radiation treatment for 
endometrial cancer, but was con- 
sistently a no-show. Something 
was going on, but the doctor didn’t 
know what. 

That’s when the physician 
enlisted Chelsea Phelps, 25, a 
patient navigator with the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society and George 
Washington University Medical 
Center. Phelps tried a simple fix: 
She called the woman and asked 
what was wrong. 

The only reason she wasn’t com- 
ing in,” says Phelps, “was because 
she was terrified.” After her initial 
surgery, the patient “just couldn’t 
bring herself to start this again.” 
Over several phone calls they dis- 
cussed her concerns and, with 
Phelps’ offer to keep her company 
in the waiting room, she got the 
patient to come in — and to keep 
coming in — for her treatment. 

Patient navigators have 
emerged in recent years as a 
potential lifeline for people who

are thrust into a complex and har- 
ried healthcare structure. Combine 
that with problems such as lack of 
insurance or education or emotion- 
al support, and the mind arrives 
at a word that navigators seem to 
use a lot to describe the patient 
experience: overwhelming. 

The concept was launched in 
1990 at New York’s Harlem Hos- 
pital Center by surgeon Harold 
Freeman, As president of the 
American Cancer Society the 
year before, Freeman had heard 
the poor testify in hearings about 
the myriad barriers they faced in 
accessing cancer screenings, diag- 
noses and treatment. It jibed with 
what he had seen for years at his 
own hospital: A striking percent-

age of poor, mostly black women 
who were showing up with late- 
stage breast cancer and dying at 
a high rate. 

Freeman, 76 , now the president 
and founder of the Ralph Lauren 
Center for Cancer Care and Pre- 
vention in New York, recalls that at 
times he saw disease so advanced 
“you couldn’t really see the breast, all 
you could see was the cancer,” 

He started the navigation pro-

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and fluid transitions from screen- 
ing to diagnosis and treatment. 

“The concept of patient navi- 
gation has taken the country by 
storm in the last five years ” says 
Steven Patierno, executive director 
of the George Washington Univer- 
sity Cancer Institute. “You would 
be hard-pressed to find a new idea 
in healthcare that has inserted 
itself and taken hold more rapid- 
ly and dramatically than patient 
navigation.” 

Patierno is leading the D.C. 
arm of a multi- center study for 
the National Cancer Institute to 
measure the efficacy of navigators. 
Meantime, Freeman estimates

there are already at least 2,000 
navigator programs nationwide. 
While many still focus on can- 
cer patients, expanded programs 
and clinical trials are also putting 
navigators into contact with those 
suffering from chronic conditions 
ranging from diabetes to asthma 
and HIV/AIDS. 

Their particular duties vary by 
program, but in general naviga- 
tors serve as a patient’s gateway 
to the healthcare system and as a 
bridge between the departments 
and services involved in their care. 
At the start, they assess patients’ 
apprehensions — like fear or deep- 
seeded medical mistrust — and 
other physical and emotional bar- 
riers to treatment, then work to 
erase them. 

For some, this means connect- 
ing patients to resources to con- 
front alack of health insurance, or 
loss of income that could put their 
home in jeopardy, or arranging 
transportation for hospital visits, 
or child-care during appointments. 
Navigators also provide palatable 
information on conditions and 
treatments, and link patients to 


support groups and other social 
services. 

Many offer an ear to bend or 
a shoulder to lean on. “We pro- 
vide the hand-holding that peo- 
ple need sometimes,” says Myrtle 
Washington, 62, a breast cancer 
survivor and a navigator for the 
nonprofit Smith Farm Center for 
Healing and the Arts in Northwest 
D.C. Patients, she says, can count 
on her to personally pick them 
up for an appointment and hold 
their hand in the doctor’s office, 
if it means the difference between 
them showing up or not. 

Many navigators like Raul Her-

nandez, 44, who works with HIV/ 
AIDS patients at the nonprofit La 
Clinica Del Pueblo in Northwest 
D.C., stay in contact with patients 
periodically to ensure compliance 
with medications and appoint- 
ments. When newly diagnosed 
patients leave in denial or seek 
re-testing elsewhere (hoping that 
in one of those places they’ll get a 
negative result), Hernandez stays 
in touch to let them know the door 
at La Clinica is open. 

Navigators’ backgrounds run 
the gamut — some come from 
nursing or social work while others

bring only a capacity to learn and 
a wealth of life experience. 

“I look at a navigator as being a 
Sherpa for someone,” says Carole 
O’Toole, 54, manager of the patient 
navigation program at Smith Farm 
Center, which works primarily 
with cancer patients. “Everyone 
has to climb the mountain alone 
when they’re dealing with can- 
cer, but the Sherpa is there to help 
carry the bags and point you in the 
right direction.” 

O’Toole arrived at navigation 
after beating inflammatory breast 
cancer 16 years ago. “During that 
whole experience,” she says, “I 
kept saying to myself, 'There’s 
got to be an easier way to do this,’ 
and felt committed after I recov- 
ered from my cancer to do that for 
other people.” 

At D.C.’s National Rehabili- 
tation Hospital, navigator Oti- 
cia Harris, who is working on a 
stroke study, had been plucked 
from behind the security desk, 
where doctors had noticed her 
congeniality. 

Elsewhere at the same hospital. 
Shannon Minnick, 39, works as a 
navigator in a study that tests the 
impact of navigation on patients 


with spinal cord injuries as they 
move through rehab and back 
into the community. Minnick, 
who has an associate’s degree in 
social work, broke her neck in a 
car accident in 1991 and is now 
quadriplegic. 

Raul Hernandez, at La Cli- 
nica Del Pueblo, has a degree in 
economics.

A singular, industry-wide cer- 
tification has not yet been estab- 
lished, but a handful of organi- 
zations now offer open training 
in navigation. Among them: the 
Smith Earm Center, which has a 
training in April; GW’s Center for 
the Advancement of Cancer Sur- 
vivorship, Navigation and Policy 
has a session this fall; and the 
Harold P. Ereeman Patient Navi- 
gation Institute in New York has 
sessions monthly. 

Like many jobs in medicine, 
though, navigation can be one of 
extremes. 
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When a patient dies despite 
your efforts, says Myrtle Wash- 
ington of Smith Farm Center, 
“you know it’s not your fault, but 
you’ve made a friend and they’re 
gone. That’s the worst. And we’ve 
lost a number of people.” 

But there also are momen- 
tous victories — linking a family 
to aid that keeps the heat on at 
home, gaining the trust of a wary 
patient or seeing the promise of 
those who recover. 

Shannon Minnick, the spinal 
cord injury navigator at National 
Rehabilitation Hospital, fought 
back tears as she spoke about the 
progress of young patients she’s 
guided back into active lives of 
accessible schools, sports and 
travel. “When I had my accident 
it took years for me to realize that 
there was something that I could 
do,” she says. “And if I had some- 
one to say, 'Shannon, go back to 
school ...’” she pauses. “It just took 
so many years and that’s time that 
these guys don’t have to wait.”

The orga- 
nization (Toastmasters.org) 
has 430 area clubs, in which about 
20 people meet two to four times a 
month for prepared and impromp- 
tu speeches.

Comedy Bible” and “Stand-Up 
Comedy.”

Washington Improv Theater

guard up; here people realize

After four years, Nainan was 
promoted to strategic relations 
manager for the Northeast. At an 
Intel convention booth, he hap- 
pened to mention scoring big at 
his comedy graduation show and 
promptly got recruited to play a 
dinner for more than 200 employ- 
ees.

Nainan’s third show, and he rocked 
the house. 

He started moonlighting at 
small shows around the coun- 
try, Early on, a famous comedian 
dropped in on his act and offered 
advice: “You should do clean! You’ll 
work ever5rwhere!” Nainan says in 
a perfect Jerry Seinfeld voice. 

Seinfeld was right. Without 
dirty material, Nainan notes, 
“there’s so much money to be 
made with corporations, wed- 
dings, senior-citizen centers.” 
Recent gigs include a college show 
for $500 and a corporate show 
for $15,000. 


Nainan quit Intel for comedy in 
late 2008. Now 28, he’s appeared 
everywhere from inaugural-re- 


lated events to an Apple ad and 
even has a small role in M, Night 
Shyamalan’s “The Last Airbender,” 


opening in July. 

On March 26, Nainan returns 
to perform for Asian-American 
appointees of the Obama admin- 
istration, It’s familiar territory for 
a guy who relies on the humor 
inherent in being the nerdy son of 
Indian and Japanese parents (“I 
get my sushi at 7-Eleven”).

Jimi Hendrix is back 
with an album of lost 
songs, plus a set of 
remastered originals 


CD Review 

There’s a pesky ghost in a ruffled 
rainbow shirt and he just won’t 
leave us alone. 

His name is Jimi Hendrix and 
since his death nearly 40 years ago, 
he’s gone from rock paragon to 
boomer nostalgia mascot to video 
game avatar — and he’s sounded 
pretty great the entire time. 

And while the guitarist’s tie- 
dyed influence on American music 
has refused to fade, Tuesday marks 
a new wave of Hendrixophilia: the 
release of “Valleys of Neptune,” a 
splendid collection of recordings, 
most from his final days with the 
Jimi Hendrix Experience. 

It’s a warning shot. “Valleys” 
will be released on Tuesday, along- 
side other remastered original Hen- 
drix albums. Reports say that the 
late guitarist’s estate is preparing a 
forthcoming anthology, too. Mean- 
time, blogs continue to churn with 
rumors of a Rock Band video game 
that will give players the opportu- 
nity to channel their idol. 

“Valleys of Neptune” kicks 
things off with 12 unreleased Hen- 
drix recordings. The disc’s big rev- 
elation is its title track, with gui- 
tar chords skipping and skidding 
across the beat, Hendrix bellowing 
about his alien origins, “Mercury 


liquid and emeralds shining, show- 
ing me where I came from.” 

The man also knew when to 
stay earthbound, and does just that 
with “Ships Passing Through the 
Night.” It’s a rolling, robust blues. 


his guitar swathed in an under- 
water warble that never blurs his 
human touch. 

“Hear My Train a Cornin’” 
unloads a similar bag of thrills, 
the guitarist wailing away while 


miraculous accidents. 

You can hear the music hap- 
pening — a distinct, 21st-centu- 
ry pleasure that feels both quaint
